one whole year,then the Pope may denounce all their SubjeRsabſolyed, 
and utterly delivered from ſhewing or owing any fidelity or obedience 
towards them, Again, that the Pope may give that Land, to be occu« 
pied and-enjoyed of the Carholicks to pofleſs ic, ( all Herericks being 
rooted, out) quietly and without any contradition.

The Heads and 
Rwalers of Iſrael could. command and compel the people to obſerve 
thoſe carnal Rites and Ordinances of the Law ; even s Cunisr 
the Head and Ruler of Iſrael car compel to the obſervations of 
bs ſpiritual Ordinances of the Gofel ; but the Heads of the Na. 
tions cannot compel their SubjeRs to believe the Goſpel ; for Faith © 
the gift of God , which Faith if they want, all they do in Gods 
Worſhip s ſin, Rom.14.23. Heb.11.6, Therefore they cannot com- 
pel any to worſhip, becauſe they cannot give them Faith z for which 
cauſe the Lord in wiſdom ſaw it not meer to charge Kings with a duty 
which they cannot perform, God will never require it at their hands 
the blood of the faichleſs and unbelieving ſhall be on their own heads ; 
He that will nat believe ſhall be damned, Mark 16. 16.
